The Federal Trade Commission in its recent report on war profits, 
stated that the five large meat packers have been profiteering 
and that they have a monopoly of the market.

The report states that the aggregate profits of four large packers 
were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 


This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average annual 
profit for the three years before the war, making it appear that- 
the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than the pre-war profit. 
This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit—a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison. It is not only mis- 
leading, but the Federal Trade Commission apparently has made 
a mistake in the figures themselves. 


The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000,000 was earned on 
sales of over four and a half billion dollars. 
It means about' 


three cents on each dollar of sales—or a mere fraction of a cent 
per pound of product. 


Packers' profits are a negligible factor in prices of live stock and 
meats. No other large business is conducted upon such small 
margins of profit.

Of how, for instance, they can sell dressed beef for 
less than the cost of the live animal, owing to utilization of by- 
products, and of the wonderful story of the methods of distribu- 
tion throughout this broad land, as well as in other C9untries. 


The five packers mentioned feel justified in .co-operating with 
each other to the extent of together presenting this public state- 
ment. 


They have been able to do a big job for your government in its, 
time of need; they have meet all war time demands promptly 
and completely and they are willing to trust their case to the 
fairmindedness of the American people with the facts before 
them.

Pacts About Infantile Paralysis 
A Paralysis of unknown origin was 


common in Asia and attracted the at- 
tention of European observers prior 
to the eighteenth century, according- 
ly to Dr. Louis C. Ager, in a paper 
read before the American Medical As- 
sociation. 


Infantile 
paralysis 
appeared 
in 


England between 1784 and 1799, but 
did not spread to the continent until 
fifteen or twenty years later. 
The 


disease prevailed 
to1" some extent 


among English children 
in 
India 


prior to 1SOO, if not before, and its 
victims returned to England at least 
as early as that date. It seems that 
infantile paralysis existed in Indja 
and Asia originally and was brought 
to England by Anglo-Indians and 
then transmitted to the rest of the 
western world." 


The method of transmission of in- 


fantile paralysis remains obscure in 
some points. Direct human transmis_ 
sion is not likely according to a paper 
read by Dr. M. W. Richardson before 
the Association of American Physi- 
cians. 
Cases often occured in the 


same house, but in different families 
while a block adjacent to an infected 
block was 
frequently not 
touched. 


Nothing but 
the flea 
o'r rat 
could 


effect such a condition. 


The rat suffers Crom infantile par- 


alysis; during outbreaks rats have 
been seen with paralyzed legs, hardly 
able to move, and children who have 
played 
with dead 
rats have 
been 


found to contract the disease within a 
short time. Rats follow the 
grain 


traffic, and in a large number of rural 
epidemics infections were found to 
start "at the mill". Water fronts in- 
fested with rats were common cen- 
tres of infections. 


Both the flea and the rat are car- 


riers of the bubonic plague; a great 


prevalence of both flea and rat coin- 
cided with outbreaks of the plague. 
Since 1§94 the plague has spread all 
| over the world;- infantile paralysis 
| spread 'at about the same time. The 
flea curve is found to coincide with 
the paralysis curve, and the paralysis 
[is most apt to attack the lower limbs, 
which would be the ones apt to be 
bitten by fleas. There seems to be 
some connection between rats, fleas 
and infantile paralysis. 


Incidentally, there was a disease of 


rabbits which carried off large num- 
bers 
of rabbits every six or 
seven 


years, and this was found coincident 
with infantile paralysis years.
